NITROGLYCERIN EXPLODES 
AT OLD FACTORY; 3 KILLED 


Building Wrecked When Test Is 
Made for Protection of 
Public. 
By the Associated Press. 

WAVERLY, N. S., July 26. 
Three men of the Canadian Indus- 
tries, Ltd., were killed last night in 
an explosion of nitroglycerin near 
a former manufacturing plant 
which buried them under tons of 
debris. 

Ordered to protect the _ public 
against any danger of such an ex- 
plosion, a party of four went to the 
company property last night to test 
the ground around an old plant 
where explosives had been manu- 
factured before the war. 

Their first test explosion was 
followed by a great blast that crum- 
bled nearby buildings and tore a 
great hole in the ground. The only 
man of the four to escape death 
was Willis Leighton of Halifax, who 
had been sent into the woods with 
surplus dynamite not required for 
the operation. 

The three killed were Joseph 
Cole of Riguad, Que., a technical 
expert on explosives; Harold M. 
Roscoe, district sales manager of 
the company’s explosive division in 
Halifax, and William Pitcher, works 
manager of the company’s fertiliz- 
er plant in Halifax. 


FAMILIES ON RELIEF IN JUNE 
6 PCT. FEWER THAN IN MAY 


Expenditures, Including Special 
Programs, Drop From $188,323,706 
to $169,840,125. 

By the Associated Fress. 

WASHINGTON, July 26.—A de- 
cline of 6.6 per cent in the number 
of families receiving relief between 
May and June was reported today 
by Harry L. Hopkins, Relief Ad- 
ministrator. 

The report, which did not include 
single persons, transients, rural re- 
habilitation or other special pro- 
grams, said 4,100,932 families were 
on relief in may and 3,830,871 in 
June. 

Total expenditures, including spe- 
cial programs, declined 9.8 per cent 
from $188,323,706 in May: to $169,- 
840,125 in June, the report said. 

Hopkins’ regulations have given 
first consideration to the May re- 
lief population in providing jobs 
with the $4,000,000,000 work relief 
appropriation. Relief rolls have de- 
clined slightly every month since 
February. . 


FATHER COUGHLIN GETS WRIT 
FOR USE OF SOLDIER FIELD 


Chicago Court Orders Park Board 
to Rent Stadium to Priest 
for Mass Meeting. 
By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO,’ July 26.—The Rev. 
Charles E. Coughlin, Detroit “radio 
priest,” obtained a court order to- 


day commanding Park Board offi- 
cials to let him use Soldier Field 
stadium for a mass meeting. 

The ruling, by Superior Judge 
James M. Kelly, ended a legal fight 
begun by the priest when the board 
refused to rent the stadium to him 
earlier in the summer. 

Ruling on a mandamus _ action 
filed by the priest's attorney, Judge 
Kelly said the board had shown 4 
“hostile” attitude and had not giv- 
en Father Coughlin’s application 
“fair and impartial consideration.” 
“The record shows determination to 
defeat him,” the Judge said.

Amendment 
Nye After Consultation 
With Father Coughlin 
Rejected, 59 to 10. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 26. — The 
omnibus banking bill extending 
Federal control over the nation’s 
banking system was passed today 
by the Senate. No record vote was 


taken, . 

The bill now, goes to conference 
to adjust differences between’ the 
Senate and House. A somewhat 
similar bill has been passed by the 
House. 

Final action came after only two 
full days of debate, something of a 
record for a major piece of legisla- 
tion. 

Less Drastic a reform measure 
than that passed by the House May 
9, the Senate bill places’ control 
over supplying of credit in a com- 
mittee of seven Federal Reserve 
members and five representatives 
of the 12 regional Reserve banks, 
through buying and selling of Gov- 
ernment bonds in the open market. 

The Senate, despite opposition by 
President Roosevelt, retained a pro- 
vision in the bill to permit restrict- 
ed underwriting of securities by 
commercial banks. It defeated a 
motion by Senator La _ Follette 
(Prog.), Wisconsin, to strike out 
the clause, 39 to 22.

Central Bank Idea Fails. 


The Senate overwhelmingly re- 
jected the Nye proposal for a Gov- 
ernment-owned central bank, of- 
fered as a substitute for the main 
section of the banking bill. 

Proposed by Senator Nye (Rep.), 
North Dakota, after consultation 
with the Rev. Charles E. Coughlin, 
Detroit priest, the substitute would 
have set up a “Bank of the. United 
States of America,” with full pow- 
ers over issuance of money and

So little interest was there in the 
Nye proposal that no one spoke 
against it.

Main Point Approved. 

Later the Senate approved with- 
out a record vote the heart of the 
bill—placing control of credit in the 
hands of a Federal Reserve board 
of seven members and five repre- 
sentatives of the 12 regional Re- 
serve banks. 

The credit control agency would 
constitute an open market commit- 
tee empowered to check wide fluc- 
tuations in the money market 
through control of the purchase 
and sale of Government securities 
by the Reserve banks. 

The Reserve Board also would 
have increased control over redis- 
count rates and _ reserve require- 
ments as further checks on defla- 
tion and inflation. 

Senator LaFollette of Wisconsin 
decided not to offer amendments 
to give the Reserve Board exclu- 
sive control over credit instead of 
only majority control. Other Liber-

Harold J. Kattelman, owner of 
the H. J. Kattelman Co., stock sell- 
ing firm which the Federal Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission has 
sued as an insolvent bucket shop, 
declined at a hearing before Ref- 
eree in Bankruptcy Plowman today 
to answer any question about his 
business affairs on the constitution-

Counsel for Kattelman, after the 
referee had held that the questions 
were proper and should be an- 
swered, asked him to certify his 
rulings to Federal Judge Moore for 
an opinion as to whether Kattel- 
man could be compelled to answer. 
The referee declined and said that 
Kattelman might stand his ground 
but would have to be prepared for 
the consequences. 

Attorneys for customers of the 
Kattelman firm who applied for the 
examination then asked the referee 
to certify the record to Judge 
Moore so that they could ask the 
Federal Court to punish the witness 
for contempt. The referee said he 
would do that. 


First Appearance in Court. 


Kattelman, making his first ap- 
pearance at any of the court pro-

been involved since it was closed 
June 29 after the filing of the com- 
mission’s suit, answered only the 
perfunctory introductory questions. 
He had failed to appear at the 
hearing Wednesday, when it was 
scheduled to begin, and his attor- 
neys made an appeal for further 
delay to Judge Moore last night 
and to Referee Plowman today 
without success.

Joseph Backus, 50 years old, guard 
for a tavern, was seriously wounded 
with a 12 guage shotgun. Mrs. John 
Edinburgh of Peoria, shopping on 
the third floor of a department 
store, was slightly wounded when 
a stray bullet grazed her forehead, 

Chief of Detectives Charles Esken 
said the robbers waited for Backus 
and Ed Ryan, another employe of 
the tavern, in an alley half a block 
from the Commercial Merchants 
National Bank. 

“They ordered Backus to hand 
over the money bag,” said Esken. 
“Instead, he whipped out a revolver. 
A robber cut down on Backus and 
nearly shot his arm off. Backus 
emptied his revolver at them after 
he fell.”

Discrepancies of nearly $12,000 
existing recently in the accounts 
of. Willis W. Benson, County Col- 
lector of St. Louis County, and of 
about $7000 in the accounts of 
Walter E. Miller, County Clerk, 
which appear to have been covered 


by recent deposits to the credit 
of those accounts, were made 
known by the audit of the county’s 
fiscal offices, reported today to the 
County Court at Clayton. 

In the case of the Collector’s of- 
fice, the auditor's report showed, 
the covering was made by trans 
fer of funds by check from one ac- 
count to another. In the case of 
the County Clerk, it was done by 
the placing of cash in the office 
vault. As to the latter, investiga- 
tion by the auditors disclosed that 
the currency used for the purpose 
was issued subsequently to the date 
of the shortage. 


Denials by Officoals. 


Collector Benson said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that so far 
as he personally knew, there was 
no shortage in his office. As to the 
state of various checking accounts, 
discussed in the report, Benson said 
he would have to consult Allen 
Wengler, chief deputy collector, who 
has been ill several weeks and is 
now in Deaconess Hospital. Ben- 
son said he would have no further 
comment to make until he could 
read the full report of the auditors. 

Clerk Mitler also said he wished 
to read the report before saying 
anything, except to deny that there 
was any shortage in his accounts. 

The audit, made by Schuessler, 
Keller & Co., certified accountants, 
May 28 in the County Clerk's 
office, and June 19 in the Collector's 
office. An attempt was made to 
begin in the Collector's office June 
17, but in Benson's absence, Deputy 
Wengler refused to permit the ex-— 
amination to be made. 

Checking over cash on hand June 
19, the auditors found $3656.16, and 
they state that Wengler informed 
them they had not overlooked any 
cash. Collections for June 1 to 19 
were $87,800.10, but cash on hand 
for these collections was found to 
be only $76,987.72, leaving a shorte- 
age of $10,812.38.

Benson, the auditors stated, car- 
ries four bank accounts, the per- 
sonal account, Collector’s account, 
refund account and sewer district 
fund account. 

April 30, it was stated, a transfer 
of $12,360.59 was made from. the 
sewer district fund account to the 
personal account. Several weeks 
later, on June 10, two checks were 
drawn on the personal account, pay- 
able to W. W. Benson, the check 
stubs being marked “sewer ac- 
count.” One was for $5000, the oth- 
er for $7360.59. These second checks 
the auditors stated, were intended 
obviously to replace the first checks 
of April 30, drawn on the sewer dis- 
trict account and deposited to Ben- 
son’s personal]! account. 

The auditors quoted Benson as 
saying that the excess balance in 
the sewer district account was his 
personal property, and was carried 
by him as a reserve. He said he 
took his own money and deposited 
it in the sewer district account, 
then transferred it to his personal 
account. 

The auditors stated that they 
had not yet checked this transac- 
tion by auditing the sewer district 
account. 

Practices Criticised. 

Criticisms of the conduct of the 
Collector’s office, in some details, 
particularly those of postage and 
payroll checks, were made in the 
audit. 

Only one instance in which pay- 
roll checks went through the banks 
was found, the auditors said. June 
19, $13,263 of payroll checks were 
cleared through the personal ac- 
count. Benson was accustomed to 
sign the payroll checks with a rub- 
ber stamp. In 1934, it was stated, 
Benson did not sign the checks. 

The auditors stated that it would 
be possible, by manipulation of pay- 
roll checks handled in this manner 
to increase the payroll. 

A “practice of giving out Christ- 
mas checks” also was found in the 
Collector's office, the auditors said, 
stating that details of this practice 
would be given in their complete re- 
port. 

They found no method of check- 
ing the amounts expended for post- 
age. The office’s expenditures for 
postage .are necessarily large, The 
Collector, it was stated, has not fol- 
lowed the practice of taking a re- 
port from the Postoffice for stamps 
purchased, but had merely made 
such notations as “Stamps, $500.” 

In April, the report said, $61,- 
686.36 was transferred from. the 
Benson personal account to the Col- 
lector’s account. “The accumula- 
tion of this money in the personal 
account,” the report stated, “is ap- 
parently occasioned by the fact that 
expenditures are made out of cur- 
rent collections. This adjusts itself, 
but it does not seem proper that 
such large balances be carried in a 
personal account.” 

Interest on the Collector’s per- 
sonal account, totaling $707.83 for 
1931-32-33, “has been considered by 
Mr. Benson as belonging to him 
personally,” the auditors stated. In 
this connection, attention was 
called to the statute fixing the Col- 
lector’s compensation at not more 
than $10,000 a year. 

Finding in Clerk’s Office. 

As to County Clerk Miller’s ac- 
counts, the auditors reported a dis- 
crepancy, at the beginning of the 
inquiry, of about $7000, this amount 
being short in the cash shown on 
the books.

Of the 170 
non-professional workers dis- 
charged, about half were dropped 
because of improved efficiency in 
administrative departments, ac- 
cording to Miss Nadia Thomas 
personnel director. 

The staff reduction began when 
the Relief Administration in Was4- 
ington informed local officials that 
spending of the $4,880,000,000 ap- 
propriation for public works would 
begin in midsummer. Administra- 
tor Hopkins has stated that ty 
November 15 nearly all employ- 
able persons will be at work. 

Although it has been estimated 
that from 20,000 to 25,000 families 
would be taken off relief in St. 
Louis by the works program, local 
officials decline to estimate -he 
probable size of the residual rolls. 
Presumably, from 10,000 to 15,000 
families, composed principally of 
unemployables, would continue io 
receive dirert aid. 

In addition to the dismissals 
since May 1, which reduced the 
Relief Administration payroll from 
1226 to 984 on July 1, many other 
employes have received notices that 
their dismissal may be necessary 
during August or September. A 
rapid reduction in the number of 
persons on direct <velief will make 
these tentative dismissals effective. 

Reduction of che professional 
staff has proceeded’ slowly, be- 
cause the actual decline in the rolls 
has been slight. Of the 984 remain- 
ing on the payroll, 511 are classed 
in the professional group and 473 
in the non-professional group.

“With a full sense of the mean- 
ing of my words, I ask, are such 
acts in accord with the sacred oath 
taken not only to defend and to 
protect, but to preserve the Consti- 
tution?”

Walsh said: “The bill provides 
that in connection with any or all 
purchases of or contracts for con- 
struction, supplies, or materials 
made by any executive department

. an agreement that all persons 
employed in the construction of or 
preparation of supplies, have been 
paid not less than the minimum 
rates of pay and employed not to 
exceed such maximum hours as 


/were specified in the approved codes 


of fair competition under the NRA. 

“Also, it is to be provided that 
they will employ no person under 
16 years of age, and no convict la- 
bor will be employed in the carry- 
ing out of the contracts or the pro- 
the material or sup- 


While the original bill was lim- 
ited in operation to two years, the 
present bill is intended, Walsh said, 
to put the restrictions on a perma- 
nent basis. 

Borrowers Also Included. 


“The bill also provides,” Walsh 
said, “that when the Federal Gov- 
ernment makes loans through the 
RFC and the Federal Reserve 
banks for industrial purposes, these 
conditions of employment above set 
forth shall be complied with by 
the corporation or the individual to 
whom loans are granted. 

“When loans are made to munici-

NEW OWNER OF 


FLYERS MOVES 
TO PUT HOCKEY 
IN AUDITORIUM 


By W. J. McGoogan 


Frank C. Ruppenthal, new owner 
of the St. Louis Flyers of the 
American Hockey Association, has 
started negotiations looking toward 
the securing of the Municipal Au- 
ditorium as a place for his team to 
play this winter. 

The new convention hall of the 
Auditorium, now in process of con- 
struction, could be fitted up for 
the game with the installation of 
ice-making machinery and the lay- 
ing of a floor. It is 178 feet long 
and 124 feet wide and the seats 
encircle it. Regulation surface for 
hockey play in major league is 200 
feet long and 85 feet wide. 

An official of the Auditorium 
said, in the absence of Manager 
James Darst, that the installation 
of hockey equipment first would 
have to be approved by the Audi- 
torium Commission and it would 
have to be paid for by the hockey 
club, 

Cost $50,000 to $75,000. 

Engineers have been asked to 
give an estimate on the work ane 
this likely will be given in two 
weeks. It was said the amount 
probably would be between $50,000 
and $75,000. 

Ruppenthal said the reason the 
move was made to acquire the Au- 
ditorium was that he had been un- 
able to get a definite answer from 
Cc. D. P. Hamilton Jr., director of 
the Arena, as to whether that build- 
ing would be available for the Fly- 
ers. Seating capacity of the new 
hall, for hockey purposes, would be 
about 8000. 

The Eagles of the National Hock- 
ey League have an option on the 
Arena, which is to expire Aug. l, 
and the operators of that franchise 
have not stated definitely if they 
would return here this winter. 

Ruppenthal who, it is said, ac- 
quired the Flyers with the under- 
standing that the minor league 
team would not operate if the maj- 
or league club did, now says that 
he is tired of waiting and has de- 
termined to operate the Flyers re- 
gardless of what action the major 
league club operators take. 

Change of Rinks Ordered. 

The Flyers last season won the 
pennant of the American Associa- 
tion, playing at the Winter Garden, 
which did not prove suitable for 
the game and when Ruppenthal 
took over the team it was with the 
understanding that he would not 
be there this winter. 

The Eagles finished last in the 
National League and it has been 
said suffered a big financial loss. 
At the same time the Eagle oper- 
ators have declared that their loss 
was not great but the Ottawa, Can- 
ada, men who own the team were 
frankly anxious to dispose of the 
franchise as it proved imprac- 
ticable to operate a team in St.

3000 to 5000 Acres on Cuivre 
River—12,000 Along Glaize 
Creek. 


Word has been received from 
Washington that steps are being 
taken to complete acquistion by the 
Federal Government of land for two 
Jarge recreation areas or State parks 
in Missouri. 

One park, to cover 3000 to 5000 
acres, will be on the Quivre River, 
Lincoln County, several miles north- 
east of Troy and about 40 miles 
northwest of St. Louis. The other, 
containing about 12,000 acres in 
Camden and Miller counties, will 
be on both sides of Glaize Creek, 
a major branch of the Lake of the 
Ozarks, east of United States high- 
way No. 54, about 140 miles south- 
west of St. Louis. 

Plans for the parks have been 
approved by the land utilization di- 
vision of the Department of Agri- 
culture and turned over to the legal 
division to obtain land still needed. 
Parts of both areas already have 
been acquired. Estimated cost of 
the areas has not been announced. 

Development of the parks, which 
eventually will be under the direc- 
tion of the State Game and Figh 
Department, has been started by t 
Civilian Conservation Corps, alae 
has three camps at the Lake of the 
Ozarks site and two at Cuivre River. 
Both areas were laid out originally 
for submarginal land redemption 
under the Federal Rural Rehabilita- 
tion Cofmmission. Then under the 
recent $4,880,000,000 public works 
bill all submarginal land acquisition 
was stopped in order to concentrate 
on employment in urban districts. 

Harland Bartholomew, consultant 
of the State Planning Board, said 
the Washington dispatch apparently 
indicated that the Government had 
decided to proceed with some de- 
velopments which had been started. 
He was under the impression that 
the Lake of the Ozarks park was 
intended at first to contain 20,000 
acres. 

This park, irregular in outline, 
will be nearly 10 miles long and 
several miles wide. Glaize Creek, 
flowing among wooded hills, has

Bullet Fired 10 Years Ago 
Aids in Murder Conviction 


Dug Up by Officers at 
Identical With One 


Gretna, Neb., Is Found 
That Killed Officer 


at Columbia, Mo. 


By the Associated Press. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 26.— 


The accidentai discharge of a pis- 
tol 10 years ago in Gretna, Neb., 
played a major part in the conviv- 


tion of George McKeever lest 
month for the killing of Sergt. Ben 
Booth of the Missouri State Hig .- 
way Patrol. 

Merle A. Gill, Kansas City po- 
lice ballistic expert, disclosed this 
today in telling of the 18-month 
search fer the murderers of Booth 
and Sheriff Roger Wilson -f 
Boone County, who were shot down 
at Columbia, Mo., June 14, 1933, 
while questioning two men con- 
cerning a bank robbery at Mexico, 
Mo. McKeever was sentenced to 
be hanged. His counsel appealed. 
Francis McNeiley, who pleaded 
kuilty of the killing of Sheriif 
Wilson, now is serving a life sen- 
tence in Missouri State prison. 
Maj. Lewis M. Means of _ the 
State patrol sent buljlets from the 
bodies of the murdered mento Gill. 
fired 
from a .38caliber revolver and a 
.45-caliber pistol. Means then be- 
gan a search for weapons of this 
description, taking them from men 
arrested in all sections of tne 
State. Gill examined them all but 
did not find the murder weapon. 

Iowa Bullet Identical. 

A Sheriff in Allerton, Ia., hear- 
ing of Means’ search, fired a test 
bullet from a .45 into a box of 
waste and sent the bullet to Means 
last winter. The weapon had 
been taken from McNeiley, held 
as a robbery suspect. Gill com- 
pared the bullet with one taken 
from Booth and found them iden- 
tical. Means hurried to Iowa. 
McNeily admitted his part in the 
killings and implicated McKeever, 
his brother-in-law. McKeever was 
found in North Dakota State pris- 
on, serving a 10-year term for first 


degree robbery. Taken to Colum- 
bia he pleaded not guilty and was 
bound over for trial. 

Means noted that physically Mc- 
Keever resembled Charles Arthur 
(Pretty Boy) Floyd, outlaw killed 
last fall in Ohio. Four witnesses to 
the killing of Booth and Wilson 
said one of the killers resembled 
Floyd. So Maj. Means began a 
check of ‘bank robberies in this 
area hoping to connect McKeever 
with some of those attributed to 
the Oklahoma robber and forged 
another link of evidence against 
McKeever. 

Old Bullet Retrieved. 

E. H. Stelling, Omaha, who was 
president of the Gretna Bank when 
it was robbed in 1930, and E. T. 
Hughes, his cashier at that time, 
identified a picture of McKeever 
as one of the robbers. Later they 
saw him personally and expressed 
themselves as positive he was one 
of the men who not only robbed 
the bank but took from the cash- 
ier’s cage a .45 pistol Stelling had 
used in the World War and had left 
there for protection against hold- 
ups. 

Stelling was unable to identify 
the weapon but suggested that 
Means seek a bullet he had fired 


into the floor of the Gretna Bank 
in the spring of 1925 while toying | 


with his pistol. Means and Stelling 
went to the old bank building (the 
bank had closed in 1932).

POLITICIAN SAYS HE GOT $500

ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia, 
26.—Night attacks, swift, 
rushes with rifle butts and spears 
instead of bullets, will be the tac- 


tical mainstay of Ethiopia's war- 
riors if Italy invades the country. 

Fear of these tactics, it is be- 
lieved here, has led Italian strateg- 
ists to resort to chemicals which 
they assert will eat through heavy 
leather shoes, and, sprinkled on the 
ground, injure the barefooted Ethio- 
pian soldiers. 

However, observers here, weigh- 
ing the chances of Emperor Haile 
Selassie’s primitive fighting men 
against Benito Mussolini’s mechan- 
ized, highly modernized war mMa- 
chine, incline to believe the Italians 
had overestimated the importance 
of their new chemical weapon. 

The Ethiopians, like the Boers ia 
the South African Transvaal, prob- 
ably will rely almost entirely on 
guerrilla warfare, it is said, fight- 
ing as their ancestors have fought 
for more than 5000 years. 

Lying hidden by day, letting the

TRIBE OF CALIFORNIA INDIANS? 
BURIAL CUSTOMS DESCRIBED 


Lower Jaw Removed From Wom- 
en Dead and Skulls of Males 
Stuffed. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN DIEGO, Cal., July 26.—Dis- 
covery of a weird burial custom in 
which a tribe of California Indians 
removed the lower jaw from their 
women dead and stuffed the skulls 
of their more respected males with 
ceremonial offerings, was reported 
yesterday by the San Diego Mu- 
seum., 

Malcolm J. Rogers, director of the 
institution, told of the findings 
made by a museum party headed 
by G. F. Carter, staff archaeolo- 
gist, in excavating at the site of an 
ancient Indian village near Guada- 


lupe, Cal. 

The discoveries also indicated 
hat the Indians, apparently a group 
related to the Chumash people of 
the nearby Channel Islands, first 
decapitated, their dead males. Then 
they thrust an ornamented cere- 
monial staff, and possibly various 
other offerings, into the cranium. 
Then, restoring the skull to its 
position on the body, they appar- 
ently pushed one end of the staff 
into the chest cavity.

Total of About $2,413,000 Assigned 
to Government; New Yorl: Court 
Dismissed Suits.

WASHINGTON, July 26. — The 
United States has appealel to the 
Supreme Court to assist it in gain- 
ing possession of funds said _ to 
have been assigned to this country 
by Soviet Russia in 1933, when the 
Soviet Government was recognized. 
The issue involved surplus funds 
in this country of three Russian 
insurance companies whicn were 
decreed out of existence by their 
Government. Surplus assets of the 
Moscow Fire Insurance Co., 
amounting to $1,080,399, of the 
Northern Insurance Co. of Moscow, 
amounting to $332,994, and of the 
First Russian Insurance Co.,total- 
ing about $1,000,000 were taken into

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THE BANKHEAD BILL, 

The Bankhead farm-aid bill, which has passed the 
Senate and is now awaiting action by the House, 
falls within the category of measures well-inten- 
tioned but of highly doubtful practicability.

Home Corporation, with a capital of $50,000,000, sub-

The corporation would make 60-year loans to 


tenant farmers for the purchase of farms and farm 
equipment, without requiring any initial outlay on 
the part of the recipients. 


The object is to enable tenant farmers to set them- 
selves up as Independent land owners. Doubtless 
there are some capable farmers to whom the measure 
would give a deserved chance to get ahead in the 
world, with a fair prospect of success. But the pre- 
sumption is strong that, in the average case, the 
man who has lagged behind in the competitive sys- 
tem would not be advantaged. by the nominal own- 
ership of land burdened with a perpetual mortgage.

HE British Government announced on 

Monday that it would not be feasible 

to limit navies in the future by the 
ratio principle—that is to say, by a treaty 
which says that the Japanese navy, for 
example, shall be 60 per cent and the Amer- 
ican navy shall be 100 per cent of the Brit- 
ish navy, 

The First Lord of the Admiralty, Sir Bol- 
ton Eyres-Monsell, explained that to accept 
a fixed ratio was regarded in some coun- 
tries as beneath the national dignity. Yet 
a month ago, Great Britain signed an agree- 
ment with Germany which says that “the 
total tonnage of the German fleet shall never 
exceed” 35 per cent of the British fleet. 

On the surface, this is rather bewildering. 
The British, having bound Germany to a 
fixed ratio, then say 30 days later that they 
will seek to bind no other Power to a fixed 
ratio. Yet it may be that we have in this 
paradox the real explanation of why the 
British rushed so suddenly into a naval 
agreement with Hitler, even at the risk of 
disconcerting the French and Italians. Was 
it that they saw clearly that in respect to 
Japan and France and Italy the ratio prin- 
ciple was obsolete, that this threatened to 
produce a race of armaments and that they 
must tie Hitler’s hands before he could 
take part in the race? 


Though the British like to pretend that 
they are not clever in diplomacy, the whole 
affair has the appearance of a brilliant 
coup. For, under the June agreement, Ger- 
many is eliminated as an independent Pow- 
er in the forthcoming naval negotiations 
and naval building activity. Japan, the 
United States, France and Italy may de- 
termine what avies they shall have, but 
the German navy is henceforth limited by 
the decision of the British Government. Ger- 
many is a satellite attached in “a perma- 
nent relationship” to Britain, and by ac- 
cepting this status, Germany is_ excluded 
from bargaining about navies. 

In conceding to Germany a substantial 
but inferior navy, Britain has exacted from 
Germany the renunciation of that very in- 
dependence which Japan regards as vital 
to her national honor. Perhaps this is the 
reason the British have been so well pleased 
with themselves recently, why they have 
been so insistent that they had had a golden 
opportunity and dared not let it pass by, 
why they have continued to declare that 
their strange agreement with Germany was 
in the interest of peace, why they even en- 
couraged the Nazis to treat it as a triumph. 

To have put Germany, which had just 
proudly reasserted its military sovereignty, 
right back under binding limitations, con- 
trolled by the British Admiralty, was n6 
mean feat of diplomacy.

That this is almost certainly the meaning 
of the British maneuver is confirmed by the 
First Lord’s statement that the other naval 
Powers could not be expected to know what 
they were going to do until they knew what 
Germany was going to do. They now know 
just that. They can bargain with the Brit- 
ish alone, since the German strength is to 
be a fixed percentage of the British strength. 

The full significance of the Anglo-German 
naval agreement cannot be estimated until 
the alignment of the Powers is clearer than 
it now is. It may be assumed, however,

that France will build a navy that is some- 
what larger than the German. If her un.- 
derstanding with Italy continues, if her un- 
derstanding with Britain continues, if Brit- 
ain concentrates her fleet in European wa- 
ters, then the old Allies have an overwhelm- 
ing superiority against Germany everywhere 
except in the Baltic. Russia is a negligible 
naval power, and the fleet allotted to Ger- 
many should dominate the Baltic. 

It is a reasonable assumption that, as long 
as Germany is in her present mood, France 
will not let the understanding with Italy 
be broken, that Britain will continue to con- 
centrate her fleet in European waters, that 
in any ultimate test Britain and France 
will stand together against any use of the 
German navy in the North Sea or in the 
Atlantic. Britain, France and Italy may 
quarrel about minor matters, but in the 
great ones they know that they cannot af- 
ford to be separated. 

» * *. 


From the American point of view, it must, 
I think, be accepted'‘as the major premise of 
our policy that Britain is to be passive in 
the Pacific. The British fleet will remain 
in Europe. That means that our position 
in respect to Japan is to be radically dif- 
ferent from what it was when the Washing- 
ton treaties were signed. At that time, Ger- 
many was totally disarmed at sea, and 
Britain’s navy was not bound to Europe; 
Britain was an active Power in the Pacific 
and it was the underlying assumption of 
all the Powers that British policy and Amer- 
ican policy in the Pacific would be parallel. 
On the basis of that assumption, it was 
possible to limit the Japanese advance in 
China and to limit the Japanese navy with- 
out running any serious risk. 

But with Britain once again preoccupied 
in Europe, as she was just before 1914, our 
position is very different anu it would be 
the height of folly not to recognize it can- 
didly. We shall not deceive Japan even if 
we choose to deceive ourselves,

The new position is simply that, while we 
can readily maintain a fleet capable of 
defending our coasts and our strategic out- 
posts, we are in no position to enforce our 
views about China, and we have the very 
serious obligation to take some measures 
to insure the independence of the Philip- 
pines.

We should, therefore, I believe, enter into 
negotiations with Japan for the purpose of 
reaching an agreement about our interests 
in China and about the future of the Philip- 
pines. There is no use standing pat in 
treaties that we cannot and will not en- 
force. There is no use making impotent 
grimaces at Japan. It would be much bet- 
ter to negotiate with Japai. and make 
every effort possible to eliminate the dan- 
gers of a naval race and of war for the 
domination of the Pacific. 

This is the point where we may be able to 
contribute most substantially to our own 
security and to the general peace of the 
world. We ought at least to find out wheth- 
er Japan is ready to talk.

Cheese Making Ancient Art. 

Fermented milks, either in liquid | 
form or made into cheese, have 
been a standby of the human race | 
‘from early times. There was no, 
way to keep milk sweet in those 
days and so the people made a vir- | 
tue of necessity. They deliberate- | 
ly made milk sour in ways to suit 
their taste. In Southeastern Eu- | 
rope, in the Caucasus region they 
made and still make their “kefir” | 
by fermenting the milk of sheep, 
goats or cows.

Infantile paralysis is due toa 
virus, and this, like the cause of the 
other virus diseases — smallpox, 
chickenpox and the common cold— 
has not been isolated. This is, it 
has not been isolated as typhoid 
bacilli can be isolated, and prepared 
as a vaccine, which can be injected 
in small inert quantities to produce 
immunity in the body to typhoid.

A _ similar 
vaccine made from killed virus has 
been prepared by Dr. Maurice Bro- 
die, 


For Future. 

If these or similar products prove 
to be successful, the medical pro- 
fession can then say that if a baby 
receives this protective vaccine, 
just as we now give it diphtheria 
prevention and smallpox vaccina- 
tion, that baby will be immune to 
infantile paralysis, and even if ex- 
posed will not come down with the 
disease. : 

Such universal vaccination against 
infantile paralysis is almost certain 
to be available within a short time. 
Most parents will give their chil- 
dren the benefit of it. The sad 
thing is that, human nature being 
what it is, there will be the obstruc- 
tionist group, who will oppose it 
just as they now oppose diphtheria 

immunization, and who will talk of 
such things as “injecting poison into 
the body,” will refuse to allow a sen- 
sible, straightforward piece of pre- 
ventive medicine to be carried out, 
and hence will create that minority 
group of the population who are 
susceptible to this scourge and keep 
it alive.

Winning Over Heat 


The wise housekeeper finds that 
careful planning and shopping are 
the secrets for keeping her family 
and herself comfortable during the 
hot weather. She uses the oven 
twice weekly for preparing foods to 
be used the remainder of the week. 
Cakes, cookies, pies, breads, meat 
and fish loaves, roasts and baked 
beans can be baked and __ stored 
carefully for future use. 

Even canning and preserving can 
be done in the oven and it requires 
little attention, merely an occasion- 
al stirring. 

The daily food preparations 
should take place early in the 
morning and selections should be 
those foods easily digested and 
“cooling.” One hot food a meal is 
advised even for warm weather but 
this food can consist of soup, stew, 
vegetables or hot beverage. 

The ideal summer desserts con- 
sist of fresh fruits, berries or mel- 
ons and these are easily prepared. 
Of course frozen foods win favor 
too and they can be quickly made 
from chilled fruit juices stored in 
refrigerator. 

Canned fruits, vegetables, meats, 
fish and soups are labor savers and 
should be used extensively,

One-half cup granulated sugar. 

Two teaspoons baking powder. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One and one-half teaspoons bak- 
ing soda. 

Two cups sour milk. 

One-half cup molasses. 

One cup nuts, chopped. 

One-half cup raisins, chopped. 

Combine whole wheat flour with 
remaining dry ingredients, which 
have been sifted together. Combine 
sour milk and molasses and mix 
into dry ingredients. Stir in nuts 
and raisins. Pour into a greased 
bread pan and bake about one hour 
in a moderate oven (350 degrees 
F.). This recipe makes one large 
loaf of nut bread. 

Doughnuts, too, may be prepared 
with this flour. These are light, 
crunchy and flavorful. 


Whole Wheat Doughnuts 

Two teaspoons butter. 

One cup light brown sugar. 

One egg. 

Two and one-quarter cups all-pur- 
pose flour. 

One-half teaspoon baking. soda. 

One teaspoon baking powder. 

One-quarter teaspoon salt. 

One and one-quarter cups whole 
wheat flour. 

One cup sour milk. 

Combine well softened butter 
with brown sugar and blend thor- 
oughly. Add egg, which has been 
well beaten, and mix well. Sift to- 
gether the all-purpose flour, bak- 
ing soda, baking powder and salt, 
and combine with whole wheat 
flour. Add to first mixture alter- 
nately with the sour milk. Roll on 
a lightly floured board until about 
one-quarter inch thick. Fry in deep 
hot fat (360 degrees F.).

She and four male riders were do- 
ing the criss-cross—that’s cutting 
in front of each other—when Ollie’s 
Flying Merkel flew to pieces and 
the five of them tangled and went 
down in a heap. Ollie came up 
with a broken nose and a split eye- 
brow, which, to hear her tell it, 
didn’t amount to much. 

“I believe the next bust-up came 
in 1916,” said Ollie, thinking hard, 
“when I was with Sheesley Shows. 
It was in Corinth, Miss., and I was 
working with O. K., my brother. He 
knocked a wheel out from under 
me somewhere about center track 
and I fell about seven feet, stood 
on my head, broke my shoulder,

She 
was also doing trick riding in 1928 
in Winter Park, Florida, with the 
Johnny J. Jones Exposition when 
she broke her collar bone and two 
ribs. This time she was holding 
her right foot in the air above her 
head, with her left foot in the cen- 
ter of the handle bars, when. the 
frame of her motorcycle snapped. 
“After that there were a few lit- 
tle spills,” Ollie said, leading up to 
the last one in November, 1934, “but 
nothing much happened until my 
break jammed while we were play- 
ing the Augusta (Ga.) fair. I started
